Gov Magoffin's Inaugural. 

We publish this morning the elaborate address 
of Gor. Magoffin, delivered at Frankfort, on the 
occasion of his inauguration on Tuesday last The 
address was carefully written, and doubtlessly 
intended to be a full exposition of the views of 
Mr. Msgoffin on tbe subject of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories. 

Whilst agrseing in the main with the tenor of 
Mr. Magoffin's remarks, we would with fraukuess 
say that we differ from him in one or two of his 
positions. In the first place, truth and justice re- 
quire us to say we do not consider that the Op- 
position originated or are responsible for the agi- 
tation of the question of Congressional interven. 
tion to protect slavery in the Territories. The 
discussion of this question, which had slept since 
1554, was re-opened by Mr. Douglas last year at 
Freeport, aDd subsequently in February last in 
the United States Senate. If this subject has 
been precipitated upon us unnecessarily and with- 
out cause, it bas been done alone by the Demo- 
crats. 

It is true, however, that tbe Opposition party in 
this State assumed a bold and decided ground in 
favor of Congressional protection, but it was very 
distinctly and clearly understood that Mr. Deli 
and Mr. Magoffin occupied, ou that question, vir- 
tually the same position; at least such was the 
understanding of tbe mass of the Democratic 
party. 

If, as Gov. Magoffin bolds, tbe protection to 
slave property is already sufficient, and, if the 
courte possess the power to fully protect it, then 
we agree with him that no further protection is 
necessary. Wecertainlv agree with him that 
the only power Cougress possesses over the sub- 
ject of slavery is the power coupled with the duty 
of guarding and protecting the owners in their 
rights, and we further agree with him iu the 
declaration that the power to protect does not 
carry with it the power to destroy propeity. We 
hold also, with Gov. Magoffin, that slavery exists 
in the Territories under the Constitution of the 
United States. Sa far so good; and if the Democ- 
racy ol the nation were united on these ideas it 
would be aii right. But we are told by Judge 
Douglas and bis followers that every argument 
used by Gov. Magoffin is an assumption. That 
slavery does not exist in the Territories under the 
Federal Constitution; that the jurisdiction of tbe 
courts are determined by tbe enactments of the 
Territorial Legislature, and that slavery is a pure- 
ly looal institution, dependent on local laws for 
its existence and protection, and that the pecple 
of a Territory, immediately after their oganiza- 
tion, have the right to decide for themselves 
whether they will or w ; ll not nave slavery. “It 
matters not " says Judge Douglas, “what the court* 
iniy decide, the people will or will not hire slavery, 
just as they please” 

Here, then, is an assumption on the part either 
of Gov. Magoffin or Judge Douglas. One or the 
other is wrong. If Gov. Magoffin is right, that 
the Constitution recognizes slavery in tbe Terri- 
tories, then even Judge Douglas concedes that 
slavery should be protected by Congress in the 
event of the failure of a Territorial Legislature to 
pass protective laws. 

We believe that on this vital question Gov. Ma- 
goffin is orthodox. Throughout theState, on every 
stump, be boldly denounced Judge Douglas her- 
esy of squatter-sovereignty. He has always been 
a true, loyal and devoted friend of the South, and 
although be may deprecate tbe agitation of the 
slavery question, we are well assured from his 
antecedents that he will ever prove true to the 
Constitutional tights ol tbe South. 

If Gov. Magoffiais right in bis position, that 
the rights of the slaveholders are amply protect- 
ed in the Territories, we fully agree with him that 
any agitation 01 tne slavery tyueeiiou u uunioc. 
But, if not, then we are in favor, not of agitation, 
but of the complete recognition und enforcement 
of our rights. 

Tbe Inaugural of Gov. Magoffin indicates that 
he differs widely, certainly as widely as we do, 
from Judge Douglas, and whilst he recognizes the 
doctrine of “ non-intervention,” it is “ non-inter- 
vention’’ based mainly on the idea that the rights 
of the South are amply protected in the Territo- 
ries. This, taken in connection with the fact that 
he uniformly throughout the recant canvas? de- 
nounced equalter sovereignty, should be satisfac- 
tory to the Democracy of the State. 

We m ist confess wo have not the hopeful anti- 
cipations of Gov. Magoffin in regard to the action 
ol the inhabitants of the Territories. Wc thick 
that very soon they will attempt to pass laws ex- 
cluding slavery. They would have done so al- 
ready in Kansas if they hadn’t known that the 
Democratic Governors would have vetoed their 
laws. Several new Territories will probably be 
organized during the next session of Congress. 
The vast region of country west of Kansas will 
soon demand Territorial Governments, and in all 
these territories this slavery battle must he fought. 
It is tha part of statesmen to meet these issues bold- 
ly, and let them be at otce decided. It is utterly 
impossible to put an end to the agitation of slavery 
until the North ceases its aggressions upon 
the rights of the Scuth. The slave question 
will be agitated, and it is folly to attempt to stave 
it off. We may attempt to make new issues, but 
the slaven* question u the only issue of import 
anee now before tbe country. We may as well 
make np our minds to meet it. Meet it at Charles 
ton, and then meet it at the poll* in November, 
1860. Let tbe South demand its oonstitntional 
rights — nothing more— nothing leas, and when 
these rights are secured, then, end not till then, 
will there be amity existing between the different 
sections of the Union. 

Gov. Magoffin’s Position. 

The Douglas papers, before the Kentucky elec- 
tion, claimed Mr. Magoffin as being a supporter 
of Judge Douglas. We combatted this statemen}, 
at tbe time, and declared that so far from being in 
tavor of Douglas, that Gov. Magoffin had denounc- 
ed him and his tqnatter sovereignty on every 
etump in the State. 

We are glad to see that outside of the State the 
press is beginning to reoognite the correctness of 
our statements, and are piecing Gov. Magoffin on 
a correct platform. The Cincinnati Commercial 
regards his inaugural as decidedly anli-Donglas, 
and thinks that it embodies not only the views of 
Gov. Magoffin, but also those of Yioe President 
Breckinridge; and lurlher holds that snch a plat- 
form, adopted at Charleston, would drive Judge 
Douglas from the National Convention. In or- 
der that our readers may see how the inaugural of 
Governor Magoffin is received abroad, we subjoin I 
an article from tbe Cincinnati Commercial, in re- 
gard to it, and would remark that the surmises 
of the Commercial, are, in our opinion, virt ual ly 
correct : 

During the days of its zeal for Senator Doug- 
las for tbe succession, the Enquirer was greatly 
delighted with the attitude of the Kentucky 
Democracy, and professed to consider the Dem- 
ocrat, of Louisville, the exponent of the Demo- 
cratic doctrine paramount m the old Common- 
wealth. When it waa known that Magoffin was 
elected Governor, the Enquirer, in behalf of Mr. 
Douglas, waa grateful for the trinmpb. We pub 
iiehed the important portion of Governor Megof- 
hn’a inaugural address, en Wednesday, and tbe 
Louisville Democrat of the same day contained 
the document in full. We examined the Enquirer 
ol yeeterdey, with some curiosity, expecting to 
he entertained by a parallel drawn by a friendly 
hand between the Magazine paper, “by Stephen 
A. Douglas,” und tbe inaugural of' tbe new 
Democratic Governor of Kentucky, but we 
found in the Enquirer simpiv the valuable 
information that the inaugural occupied about 
three columns of a newspaper The fact is, 
tbe position of the Governor of Kentucky, as an- 
nounced in his inaugural, is hostile in the ex- 
treme to Donglasism and is a heavy blow at the 
Little Giant. Governor Magoffin done not speak 
for himself alone. There is no doubt but every 
word of bis inaugurul relating to the slavery 
question, wse submitted to and approved by the

Editors Louisville Courier: Another day's 
ebow of spleudid blooded stock bas delighted the 
citizens of Shelby, and made this, the first an- 
nual exhibition of her Agricultural Association, 
as complete a success as the most ardent of its 
friends could wish Older and more experienced 
judges than myself concur in saying that one of 
the rings of this morning was tbe best, and to the 
lover ol blooded racing stock, one of the moat in- 
teresting ever brought within the circle of an 
amphitheater. Tbe ring admitted as contestants 
for the premium of a silver goblet, aged stallions, 
and at the call there was admitted some of the 
best stock of which Kentucky has ever bad occa- 
sion to boast. Muo, one of ‘'Grey Eagle’s” first 
colts, dow seventeen years old, was entered by 
C. H. Moore, of Shelby. He is a magnificent 
stallion of “Grey Eagle's” build and color, and no 
doubt of equal spirit. He is not, I believe, fa- 
mous as a racer, but is v ell known as a getter of 
very fine colts. He was awarded the premium, a 
decision which did not please Moore half as well 
as it did tbe immense audience. There were two 
splendid “Highlander” stallions, one of whom 
took the premium in the sweepstakes ring at Lou- 
isville in 1856. The same animal took the cer- 
tificate at this fair. The Highlander stock is fine 
blood for all general utility purposes, and is emi- 
nently fitted (or farms and country use. A Drecnon 
nag was entered, distinguishable by the flowing 
mane and splendid appearance in harness, which 
distinguishes h:s sire and his get. Stallions of 
Lafayette, Glencoe, and Quicksilver’s descent were 
also in the same ring, and being thus almost en- 
tirely composeu of well knowo Kentucky blooded 
stock, there was a vast deal ol exciteoien’t created. 

In other and not less exciliting contests, “Mor- 
gan,” Murdock,” “Wagner" and other iamous 
blooded animals, were favorably represented. — 
Chas. Dorsey, of Jefferson, had a magnificent har- 
ness aged “Morgan” mare. We. McMakin, of 
Nelson, entered a “Murdock” three year old stal- 
lion, second dam by “Hamiltonian, ' which receiv- 
ed a premium over another magnificent “Mur- 
dock” owned by Jas. P. Minor, of Nelson. In the 
two year old ring a “Murdock" was given the pre- 
mium over a “Gray Eagle,” which decision was 
not met so favorably as the owner could have 
wished The past generations have transmitted 
tbe story of “Gray Kagle” and her contests, un- 
til their children have learned to be so proud of 
the animal as to cherish and admire her yet. 

Among the mares there was also noticeable tbe 
blood of several famous animals — “Morgan,” 
“Highlander,” “Monsieur Tonson,” and “Lafay- 
ette.” In a sweepstake ring, for stallions, Moore's 
“Milo" was entered, and again received the pre- 
mium; the second prize being awarded to a nag 
belonging to Jos. P. Myers, of Shelby. 

Elias Dorsey, of Jefferson, has secured several 
ribbons, and umoDg tbe principal aie those for 
“aged harness stallions,” “aged harness mares,” 
aud “three year old harness stallions.”

— 6,158,180 pounds; England the third greatest 
number — 5,055,345 pounds; Egypt the fourth larg- 
est number — 3,fc21,<)5* pounds; Austria next — 
2, 724, 0*11 pounds; Turkey in Asia nearly as uui.,y 
as Austria; Sardinia ever a million and a half 
pounds; while China only sent us 600 pounds.

Tluh Wounds — T he following, on the treat- 
ment of ordinary tiesh wounds, is from Dadd’s 
Modern Horae Doctor: 

“Incised wounds are those inflicted by sharp in- 
strument*. Ou tbe human body they often heal 
without any subsequent inilxaiaiation beyond what 
nature sets up in the restorative process; but the 
difficulty with the horse is that we cannot always 
keep the parts in contact, and therefore it ia not 
so easy to unite them. * * * * * 

If the wound is see . immediately after infliction, 
«nd there seems to be the least probability of heal 
ing by first intention, we place a twitch on the 
horse’s nose, and examine tne part. If there be 
found neither dirt nor foreign body of any kind, 
the blood had belter not be washed off; for this 
is the best healing material in the world. Tne ed- 
ges are then to be brought together by interrupt- 
ed sutures, taking care not to include the hair be- 
tween the edges of the wound, for that would ef- 
fectually prevent union. Nothing more is needed 
but to secure the animal so that he cannot get at 
it. If be is to be kept in the stable, without exer- 
cise for any length of time, he had better be put 
on half diet.” 

Contused wound* are generally occasioned by 
hooks, or some blunt body connected with the 
harness or vehicle. They generally leave a gap- 
ing wound witb bruised edges. We have only to 
remember that nature possesses the power of re- 
pairing injuries of this kind — of filling up the parts 
and covering them with new skid; all we have 
to do, is to attend to the general aeal h of 'be ani- 
mal, and keep the wound in a healthy condition. 
Our usual application is the compound tincture ot 
mvrrh. If trie part assume an uubeallhy aspect, 
a charcoal poultice will rectify that. If such cannot 
he applied, owing to the situation of the wound.
